have given ilia case a good deal of at­ 
tention in various issues of your pa­ 
per. 
Not realizing the condition of his 
arm from a m ilitary standpoint, 
ho 
sought to enlist before being drafted 
and to enter the service in some ca­ 
pacity desirable to himself. 
He therefore presented himself to 
the Naval M ilitia for enlistment, and 
was disqualified by two doctors in the 
service, entire 
strangers. 
He 
next 
sought to enlist iii th** artillery 
and 
was tliere examined and disqualified 
by four physicians in 
that 
service, 
likewise strangers. 
After this experience lie concluded 
he was not qualified to enter the army 
and therefore at liberty to set up any 
claim for exemption he believed he 
wa«i entitled to under the conscription 
act. 


When it was known he was subject 
to call under the draft, there seemed 
to develop in the community among 
certain people a foregone conclusion 
that lie must serve and could nut be 
exempted no matter what 
the 
facts 
might be. 
This attitude was express­ 
ed iii tom* 
very 
unpleasant 
sta;e- 
ments, overheard in public, and with­ 
out foundation, and which 
probably 
created an atmosphere entirely unwar­ 
ranted. 
I ani told at the time of his physical 
examination the opinion deemed to be 
he would not he accepted, yet he was 
passed and actually advised to appeal 
this issue.

Young Men Are to Be Given 
Opportunity for Necessary 
Relaxation 


That the Army and Navy Y. M. C. 
A. are exerting all the power they 
can muster In carrying out the de­ 
sires of both Secretaries Daniels and 
Baker for a clean manhood in army 
camps and naval stations is the as­ 
sertion made here by Ralph Cole of 
Orange, county manager for the cam­ 
paign 
which 
the California 
Young 
Men’s 
Christian 
Association 
is 
to 
wage from November ll to 20 for 
$750,000 for the maintenance and ex­ 
tension of its war work. 
In the state 
and national campaign, the latter be­ 
ing for $:15.000.000, he says the nec­ 
essity of providing a network of pro­ 
tection for the soldiers and sailors is 
being strongly advocated by the cam­ 
paign managers and workers, 
‘‘Secretary Baker has said that the 
only kind of an army that la fit to 
represent the United States must be 
made up of young men of a choice 
quality of body, mind and spirit. 
On 
this account the Y. M. C. A. has been 
designated as the official agency for 
the purpose of building up these qual­ 
ities in the camps and the work al­ 
ready done for American soldiers has 
been so slinking that Russia. France 
and Italy have asked for the same 
type of service for their soldiers and 
prisoners-of-war. 
"It is necessary to raise $35,000,000 
for this work and this will he done be­ 
tween November ll and 20. 
Thous­ 
ands of soldiers 
in 
letters 
written 
from overseas, from training cantos 
and naval stations, htue told of the 
benefits of the Y. 
m' C. A. 
They 
have shown that it is the only (dace 
where they can turn for recreation 
md entertainment after their day’s 
billing is over. 
They have, by the 
thousands, written letters home on 
Y. M. C. A. stationery from Y. M. C. 
A. buildings. 
‘I don’t know what we 
would do if it weren’t for the Y. M. 
C. A..’ is a frequent expression of the 
.soldier and sailor. 
“I wonder what would become of 
many of the boys if they did not have 
the Y. M. C. A. to turn to in their 
elsure hours. 
Picture to yourself the 
boys at a great cantonment like Camp 
Lewis. 
There isn’t a chair in their I 
barracks. 
They have to sit on their 
•ots or on the floor. 
There is no 
place where they can write, no place 
where they can read. 
What would J 
’hey do for comfort or amusement?! 
Whete would they spend their leisure 
time if there was no Y. M. C. A. build­ 
ing? 
“Bu* there is a Y. M. C. A. building. 
No matter where they go there will 
be a Y. M. C. A. building or hut. 
It 
will follow them to the front line 
trenches. There Is no danger so great 
that the Y. M. C. A. secretaries will 
not share it with the enlisted men. 
“Captain IL A. Pearson, of the Can­ 
adian army, says that at night the 
boys scurry up from 
the 
trenches, 
across machine-gun swept 
areas 
in 
'ittle groups and feel for the dark en­ 
trance and go in. 
It is only I.IOO 
Yards from the German artillery. No 
'ights are allowed except a few can­ 
nes in boxes. There is a phonograph 
and the Scotch boys pick out the 
Harry Lauder records and wear the 
lace completely 
off 
of 
them. 
The 
English select American rag-time. The 
men swarm next to the flickering can­ 
dles writing letters home. 
Some hold 
the paper on their hats, others write 
with the paper on the backs of their 
comrades. 
“A soldier recites a poem, tells a 
story. 
There is subdued 
laughter. 
Old home songs are sung. 
Faces and 
nerves relax. 'Morale is strengthened. 
These men go forth better able to 
face their turn in the trenches. 
Then 
before they leave at 3 o’clock in the 
morning 
someone 
suggests 
that

hymn be sung and nearly every time 
it is the same hymn—‘Lead Kindly, 
Light.’ 
“That 
hut 
stood 
for 
ninety-one 
nights before a German shell blew- if 
up. 
Such is the service of the Y. M. 
C. A. at the front. 
That is whv a 
campaign to raise $35,000,000 for war 
work among the soldiers of the Amer­ 
ican army and the troops of the Rus­ 
sian, French and Italian armies, is to 
he held between November ll and 20. 
It is for our soldier boy, perhaps your 
son, 
your 
brother, 
certainly 
your 
neighbor. 
”1 haven’t the slightest doubt in 
'lie world that the people of this coun­ 
try will subscribe the full amount. 
I 
.know that the people of this commu­ 
nity will do their share and will raise 
our full proportion. 
I know it be­ 
cause our boys are receiving the bene­ 
fit of this great work in their training 
camps. 
They will receive the bene­ 
fits when they cross the ocean, and 
they need it.
